Chances Held 
Good in Senate 
For Tax Cut

WASHINGTON, March 8. — A 


propaganda campaign to convince 
the American people that a tax cut 
now is impossible is under way 
here, a- labor legislative represen- 
tative told the Daily Worker today. 
He said the Republican leaders 
and those Democrats who are 
against the $20 per person tax cut 


the situation in the Senate. Al- 
though it will no doubt be a close 
vote, he said, it is the opponents 
of the tax cut who are really on 
the defensive. 


He declared that the claim of 
chairman Harry Byrd (D-Va) of 
the Senate Finance Committee that 
he has a majority of 10 to 15 votes 
ready to defeat the proposed tax 
cut is “entirely without founda- 
tion,” and is being put forward to 
mislead the public and lift the 
heat which senators have been 
feeling as a result of the demands 
of their contituents. 


In the same category, this labor 
spokesman placed the predictions 
of GOP leaders that President Ei- 
senhower will veto the tax bill if 
it contains. the tax cut. “The Pres- 
ident cannot afford to veto a meas- 
ure which would extend excise and: 
certain corporation taxes,” he said. 

He stated that while advocates 
of tax cuts may lose three or four 
Democratic senators, they can pick 
up more than enough GOP votes 
to compensate if the pressure of 
the voters is continued. 

He suggested that those voting 
against the tax cut might include, 
besides Byrd, Senators George, 
Ceorgia; Roberson, Virginia and 
Daniel, Texas. Pressure from the 
voters can keep most Democrats in 
line, he pointed out. 

At the same time, he stressed, 


if labor will make its voice heard!

ing the tax cut. 

Sen. Langer (R-ND) is already, 
counted on to vote in favor of the’ 
tax cut.

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KNOWLAND IN DEMO CLOTHING 


CAN ANYONE deny that the American people don't 
want their sons to die for Chiang Kai-shek on the Chinese 
off-shore islands of Quemoy and Matsu? 

Secretary of State Dulles has not been honest enough 
to say it outright but he has been hinting all along that 


he does favor throwing our armed might into battle against ° 


China. He would like to do this to keep Chiang Kai-shek 
on islands as close to the Chinese mainland as Staten Island 
is to Manhattan. 

But along comes the Dixiecrat chairman of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee and puts the heat on Dulles. 
Rep. James P. Richards Remends “no appeasement” on 
. Matsue and Quemoy. The same Richards favored appeas- 
ing the Nazis before World War II as did Dulles and 
Knowland.

label. 
BROWNELL STRIKES BACK 


WHEN MRS. MARIE NATVIG recanted her testi- 
mony before the Federal Cammunications Commission in 
the Lamb case, she told how she had been coerced by 
FCC attorneys and coached by them. Her testimony was 
backed by a similar recantation from still another FCC. in- 


former, Lowell Watson. 

All this, along with the testimony by Harvey Matu- 
sow, involving Roy Cohn when still in the Justice Depart- 
ment, added up to as sordid and immoral a picture as ever 
disgraced American justice. 

Now the Department of Justice has struck back and 
struck back hard. It has obtained a perjury indictment 
against Mrs. Nativig. She is not accused of lying against 
Edward O. Lamb as she admits she did. Oh, no—she is 
accused of false testimony when she charged that an FCC 
attorney coached her in her lying. 


Meanwhile, Attorney General Brownell is clin Con- 
gress for legislation to make it easier to bring perjury 
charges against people like Matusow—as a club to prevent 
other informers from admitting their lies. 


These desperate efforts to rescue the perjurious in- 
former system needs to be countered quickly by all people 
concerned with justice—especially by the labor movement 
against which the informer system is used in “defense” 
plant firings: The Senate Judiciary Committee, headed by 
Sen. Harley Kilgore, should investigate the whole system, 
and the Justice Department's collusion in it. And it should 
look into the latest frame-ups—like that against Mrs. Nat- 
vig—perpetrated to save the odious racket. 


TWO HEARINGS 


TWO HEARINGS going on at Capitol Hill, which 
are, strange to say, not related to witchhunting, picture the 
amazing contrast in the “prosperous” American of today. 


One committee, headed by Senator Fulbright, inquir- 
ing into the stock market, heard alarming reports of sky- 
rocketing prices for stocks spurred by big profits. One 
Harvard economist observed that speculation has driven 
up the average price of stocks to the levels of 1929, the 
year when the market crash signaled the : start of the great-- 
est crisis in history. 

Another committee, headed by Senator Neely of West 
Virginia, heard that conditions recalling the worst depres- 
sion days prevail in-much of Pennsylvania, the state that 
is No. 1 in the output of the country’s wealth. 

_ Last year the state’s employed miners decreased by 
48,000, the Neely committee heard. Miners continue to 
shut down as never before, as huge mechanized equipment 
replaces men. The committee was also told that in Pennsyl- 
vania, 207,000 unemployed were out so long that they ex- 
hausted their insurance checks. 

We hope that both hearings will underscore again 
the. importance of labor's. ariti-depression. program. The 

campaign of the unions. ‘should not have’ been shelved, : as 


it seems to be.

WHAT THE EISENHOWER 
Administration is trying to do 
by its maneuvering around For- 
mosa is to set the stage for 
an eventual war against People’s 
China.’ This 
is the true 
meaning of the 
threatenin 
speeches o 
Oo President 
E isenh ower 
and Secretary 
Dulles, which, 
as usual, are 
covered with a 
thick veneer of 
peace dem- 
agogy. Their belligerent attitude 
is fully in line with Wall Street’s 
program to strive for world 
domination by whatever means, 
including a third world war. To 
the warmongers and sabre-rat- 
tlers of Washington, Formosa of- 
fers a likely opportunity to pro- 
mote their plans. The Formosa 
situation, so far as they are con- 
cerned, is just as cynical and 
brutal as that. 

The warmongers have not had 
much success so far in the post- 
World War II period in develop- 
ing the aggressive war that they 


want so much. They fell flat in - 


their attempts to develop the 
Korean slaughter into such a 
war. It is now a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that the State 
Department puppet Syngman 
Rhee started the Korean war. 
The militarists, of whom Mac- 
Arthur was the most active 
spokesman, did their best to de- 
velop it into an atomic war 
against People’s China, but the 
pressure of American and _ for- 
eign peace forces compelled 
them to withhold their atomic 
bombs. Indeed, despite their 
most scandalous efforts to keep 
that war going, they eventually 
were forced to sign an armistice. 

The atomaniacs had no better 
success with the war in Indo- 
china. Washington simply mus- 
cled into that dirty affair, and 


when the militarists saw that 
the French imperialists, thor- 


- oughly licked in the war, were 


ready to patch up a peace, they 
tried desperately to expand the 
whole affair explosively into a 
great war. They had the Amer- 
ican fleet and airforce fully 


mobilized and were all set to go, 


as the bourgeois papers later 
freely admitted. 

But Britain and France vetoed 
the proposed deadly general 
war, and it had to be abandoned 
almost at the last minute. The 
establishment of the armistice at 
Geneva was a major reverse for 
Wall Street imperialism. 

a 


DEFEATED thus in Korea 
and Indochina in its war plans, 
the Eisenhower Administration 
is now having another war try in 
Formosa. The big brass are spar- 
ing no effort to increase initer- 
national tension over this situa- 
tion, in the hope that it can be 
made to eventuate into a war. 
They have already informed the 
world that if such a war comes 
they intend to use their most 
lethal weapons—atomic and hy- 
drogeh bombs and all. This is 
the plain English of the Formosa 
situation. 


What has been happening in 
and around Formosa has been 
unbelievably arrogant. The con- 
flict between People’s China and 
the forces of the bandit Chiang 
Kai-shek is the tail-end of the 
great civil war that resulted in 
Chiang’s being chased out of 
mainland China. But now the 
U.S., in the self-appointed role 
of world master, has stepped in- 
to this civil war and arbitrarily 
threatened the Chinese People’s 
Government that if it dares to 
re-occupy the Chinese island of 
Formosa it will therewith find 
itself in an atomic war with the 
United States. To this war end, 
the U.S. has militarily occupied 
Formosa, taking — under 
its armed protection, and is car- 
rying out various hostile naval 


_and air maneuvers against Peo- 


ple’s China. To all intents and 
purposes, the U.S. has joined in 
the Chinese civil war. 

. 


ONE OF THE MOST sinister 
aspects of the highly dangerous 
Formosa situation is the hocus 

us carried on by the United — 
tates as to whether or not it 
intends to defend Quemoy and 
othe; Chinese offshore islands. 
Eisenhower and Dulles have 
been purposely obscure on this 
vital matter. By this trickery 
they are trying to hide their real 
wax purposes from the American, 
British, and other peoples, and 
they also hope to lure the Chi- 
nese people into a major war. 


The most monstrous feature of 
the whole incredible situation is 
that such an unheard-of aggres- 
sion is being carried out under 
the absurd pretext that the U.S. 
is acting in its own national in- 
terest and in that of preserving 
world peace. In the future the 
American people will wonder 
how so many of them ever al- 
lowed themselves to be taken in 
by such fantastic war propa- 
ganda. 

The Formosa situation is ob- 
viously pregnant with serious 
war danger. If the Washington 
warmongers are to be restrained 
from eventually throwing. into 
action the gigantic military ma- 
chine they have for several years 
been building up all the world, 
the American people must needs 
let its peace-voice be _ heard. 
The workers and others should 
insist that all American armed 
forces get out of Formosa and 
the neighboring. waters. The 
Chinese civil war is none of this 
countrys affairs.. If this is not 
recognized, this country will live 
in the shadow of a threatening 
war which could be utterly cata- 
strophic for the American people. 

Hands off Formosa! Withdraw 
all American troops from- Asia! 
Let us mind our own national 
business for a change! 


THE LEADERS of the CIO 
are making a special effort 
these days to convince the 
members of their organizations,

“There must be provisions to 
insure against discrimination in 
union membership on_ the 
grounds of race, creed, color or 
national origin.” 

Then the union adide: 


“The CIO-AFL merger estab- 


lishes these and other basic -

principles. . . 
To me and to the 1,500,000 


members of the UAW who will 
read this resolution in the next 
issue of their paper, this means 
that the “merger guarantees a 
constitution that will require 
every affiliate (including some 
AFL unions that still have 
“Caucasian” clauses) to open 
their membership doors to all 
regardless of race, color, creed 
or national origin. It also means 
that those unions which, like 
the Railway Clerks, Carmen or 
Boilermakers, have jimcrow lo- 
cals, would have to eliminate 


such forms.

UNFORTUNATELY, the 
merger provides for no such 
guarantees. The UAW leaders 
are obviously trying to brighten 
the picture a bit to allay the 
misgivings. among their mem- 
bers and make the merger look 
more attractive.

The provision the UAW reso- 
lution says is in the agreement 
was the ORIGINAL clause the 
CIO negotiators included in 
their proposals for the merger. 
Here is how section F of that 
ORIGINAL CIO proposal read: 

“The merged federation shall

gard to race, creed, color or na- 
tional origin to FULL MEM- 
BERSHIP in the federation and 
its affliated unions as a means 
of enabling workers to share in 


the full benefits of trade union 
organization.” 


But here is how Section F of 
the merger agreement reads: 

“The merged federation shall 
constitutionally recognize’ the 
rights of all workers, without 


regard to race, creed, color or 
national origin to SHARE IN 


THE FULL BENEFITS of. 


trade union organization in the 
merged federation.” 


The change is “slight” of 
course. It seems that only two 
little words, “full mmebership,” 
were eliminated. 

Why were the AFL leaders 
so insistant on eliminating those 


~ two little words? Because they 


have no intention of requiring 
any union to change provisions 
affecting membership. 

In accordance with the mer- 
ger agreement, they can advise 
unions to see to it that excluded 


‘Negroes’ in an industry ‘should 
get the same scales for equal 


work that members get, or that 
the members in a jimcrowed lo- 
cal or a “auxiliary,” get the same 
formal rights that members of 
the white local have. But the 
“separate but equal” doctrine 
can still be technically “correct” 
under the merger formulation. 
® 


THESE ARE the facts in the 
situation. If I were a member 
of the UAW’s executive board 
I would also welcome the mer- 
ger agreement ,as a_ step for- 
ward. But I would be in favor 
of laying the cards face up on 
the table so the members would 
know the true score—so_ they 
would also know the fight that 
is still ahead of them in_ the 
course of the next unity de- 
velopments, especially on the 
drawing up of the constitution.
